One can well spend his entire life 
, studying the many habits, moods.

Few writers have ever scented the 
beauty and the wonder in nature as 
did Mary Webb She had a genius

further that “ghostly calls summon 
Diem to their banquets..”

FUNERAL HELD

Hundreds cf gypsies I rom a Ii over 
Australia, including scores of ragged 
children came to Sydney recently 
for the funeral of the queen of the 
gypsy Steno tribe. 75-year-old Mr<; 
Mary Sterio. 
Amid 
ceaseless 
chatter, 
accom- j 
panted by the traditional pouring j 
of silver coins in the grave, the gyp­ 
sy queen was buried in Sydney’s { 
Rook wood Cemetery. 
Tile body of the queen, wrapjied : 
in rich silks, had lain in state at a 
Sydney funeral parlor for eight days 
iii a specially made cedar casket, 
gold-painted and adorned with sil­ 
ver-colored designs. Funeral officials I 
^atd the coffin, which was larger than 
normal size. was one of the most ex- ; 
pensive made in Sydney in years. 
Wall Over Body 
On the day of the funeral, gypsies 
lacked into the parlor to chant and 
wail over the body of their queen 
One woman smoked a long pipe in 
between sobs, and a man. while sob- j 
bing 
over 
the 
coffin, 
took 
long 
draughts from a bottle. 
The funeral procession was led by 
the local brass band which the gyp­ 
sies had hired for the occasion. Two | 
of the gypsies battered automobiles , 
were left at the starting j>oint -one 
with engine trouble, the other with 
a flat tire. 
All the dead woman's Jewelry and 
trinkets had been placed in the cof­ 
fin, 
As the cofhn was being lowered 
into the grave, a woman member ot 
the tribe poured a bottle of wine over 
it At a given signal all the others 
flung silver coins into the grave, and 
several clambered down to kiss the 
coffin.
